GENERAL REMARKS. 


The schools, whose work during the past year, is my duty to 
notice, have fully enjoyed their usual measure of success. 
The results for good, which they have accomplished for the pub- 
ic, have been equal with the expense. 


Our limited funds and the custom of constantly changing tea- 
chers are obstacles in the way of progress yet to be overcome, the 
latter of which is within the power and wisdom of the prudential 
conunittee to remedy in some degree. . 


The prosperity of the schools depends mainly on the choice of 
teachers made each year by them. 


The selections for the past year on the whole, are better than 
an average. There are about fifty names more on the roll of 
lionor this year than last, yet tardiness and irregular attendance 
are much in the way of complete success, and these are no faults 
of the teacher, but are the parents, who should be so interested as 
to know that their children are there in season and daily during 
the terms. 


Measures should be taken by the small districts to obtain a 2reat- 
er amount of benefit for their money, by uniting temporarily with 
others, which they can do themselves ; as provided by the General 
Laws, Chapter 86 sections 22 and 26.
